THE TU:ING FORK. 


(t Is Now Being Used to Diagnose 
Diseases. 


A brand new use has been found 
the tuning fork. The little instrument 
which has for centuries been used to 
gives musicians the correct pitch is be- 
ing Ne 4, great service in the diag- 
nosis sease, So valuable has 
it proved that it promis n s 
take its place peside the stat Osco: 
and thermometer as a” essential part 
of every good physician’s equipment, 

Dr. James Castle, the eminent 
specialist in tropical medicine, has 
been making experiments with the 
tuning fork and is enthusiastic over 
its possibilities as an aid to correct 
diagnosis of various ailments. 

Dr. Castle finds that if a tuning 
fork be set vibrating and the shaft 
placed against the body wall and 
moved about, a note varying with 
the density of the organ immediately 
beneath will be transmitted to a 
stethoscope. In this way he has re- 
peatedly been able to locate the limits 
of the liver almost to. a man’s 
breadth, 

The fork Dr. Castle uses bas a 
specially designed ‘‘striker’’ attach- 
ment so that it need not be removed 
from position for the purpose of re- 
vibrating. 

He has found the tuning fork 
very useful in cases of small localiz- 
ed pleurisy situated low down in the 
chest which by ordinary methods can- 
not easily be differentiated from ab- 
scess of the liver or a liver pushed 
upward by abdominal distention, 
He compared the resuits with those 


obtained by X-ray photographs and 


found that they were absolutely ac- 
curate. He believes that the method 
will prove of advantage in diagnosing 
broken bones. 

He bas further found that the fork 
gives out different tones for fatty 
liver than from those of cirrhosis. 

Another physician, Dr. Seymour 
Taylor, is using the tuning fork with 
great success in exploring the chest. 
He finds it specially advantageous in 
marking cut lung cavities or dilated 
tubes, but even in these conditions 
certain physical factors, such as the 
presence of much fluid or pus, will 
lesson the diagnostic -id of the fork. 

When a cavity is dry the reverba- 
tion of the dominant note is distinct- 
ly increased over a cavity, and is 
diminished as the instrument is car- 
ried away from the lesion. Again in 
men with hard, almost solid ribs, the 
sounds are better conducted, as one 
would expect, than in children and 
young persons with more elastic ribs, 
which are not such good conductors 
of sound.

SOME GYPSY SEED. 


Queer Typical Wane Wanderers of the 
‘Plant World. 

In the seed family there are some | 
wonderful varieties called ‘“‘wander- | 
ers’ or “gypsy seed.” Like the rest- 
less people for whom they are 
named, they seldom grow near the 
parent, but wander away on the) 
wings of the wind or borne by some 


own, to far distant places. 


A strange specimen of these roam- 
ers 


cunningly cc-trived aids of ord 


is the gigantic tumble weed, 
which grows on the great plains of 
the west. There it goes rolling over 
the level ground like some queer 
flattened ball, frightening the cattle, 
stirring up the dust and creating a 
sensation whenever seen. It is an 
annual plant, with short, delicate 
roots that are easily upset. Through 
be early summer it makes a pretty 

ow with its spreading stems and 
green leaves, but as the seeds ripen 
the whole plant dries and the small 
roots wither. There comes a day 
hen a guasen wind upsets the weak 
oundation and sends the tumble 
weed rolling upon the plain. Away 
it goes, while others join the pro- 
eession, and soon the ball may be 
five or even six feet in diameter— 
enough to frighten anyone. The 
dried seeds in their pods make a 
queer crackling sound as these huge 
weed balls tumble onward. The 
special purpose of all this isto scat- 
ter the seeds. 
There are many other gypsies in 
the plant world that travel by the 
wind route. 

Other gypsy seeds travel by water. 
We hear of cocoa nuts, buoyed by 
their loose husks and protected by 


our streams and Livers we often see 
acorns, and hickory nuts, or the 
green globes of waliuts. These fin- 
ally settle in shallow places or roll 
out on the bank and thus ‘our nut 
groves and wonderful oaks are found 
near the unfailing water. 


How to Strike Safety Matches. 


It is a common thing with smok- 
ers for their safety mateh box. to 
give out on the striking side before 
all the matches are used up. If they 
will keep in mind just one thing this 
can always be averted. The safety 
striking part Is very quick on trigger 
and needs only a slight contact in- 
stead of a long scratch. Simply snap 
the end of the match quickly for 
about a quarter of an inch on the 
striking surface. In this way the 
outside may always be kept fresh 
and usable. The long scratch, of 
course, causes the match to ignite 
before contact ceases, an? the sur- 
face is actually burnt up. Some 
safety matches will strike on a 
windowpane.
